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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4 and 8-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 

Men. 

Men discloses all of the subject matter as set forth in the claims and is identical 
to the invention as broadly recited. Some of the elements clearly disclosed by the 
reference are: a cutter body(18) having a cutter holder (22) secured on one end of 
the cutter body, a cutting insert (14) secured on the cutter holder via locking screw (15) 
which extends through the cutter holder and the cutter insert. The cutter holder has a 
receiving recess (26) having a first side formed with an elastic clamp (27) (see col .4, 
lines 2-6) and a second side formed with a fixing seat (24). The elastic clamp has a first 
end formed with an elongated slit, mediate portion having an elongated arcurate portion 
and a second end having a depression formed therein . Men also discloses a cutting 
insert (14) mounted in the receiving recess (see Fig. 1-3) and having a first end (46) 
having an elongated arcurate fixing groove (in the rear section of the insert behind ridge 
(70)) that is mounted on the clamping jaw of the elastic clamp (27) and a second end 
(74) that is urged by the clamping face (see Fig. 16). 

In regard to claim 9,it has been held that a recitation with respect to the manner in which 
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a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed 
apparatus from a prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations. 
Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1 647 (1 987). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Men. 

Smith discloses the claimed invention except for the claimed tolerances. 

It would have been an obvious matter of design choice to use the claimed tolerances, 

since such a modification would have involved a mere change in the size of a 

component. A change in size is generally recognized as being within the level 

of ordinary skill in the art. In re Rose, 105 USPQ 237 (CCPA 1955). 

Conclusion
